Herbaceous  Plants  of  all 
kinds  will  be  packed  without  extra  cost. 

DELIVERY — All  goods  are  delivery  f.  o.  b.  Bar  Harbor.  Local  orders  will  be 
delivered  free  to  any  part  of  the  village.
